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New Registration System to Make Buying 
Motor Vehicle Licenses Easier Than Ever Before 
Texas drivers will find re­ 
gistering their motor vehicles 
for 1970 easier than ever be­ 
fore, thanks to a new regis­ 
tration system devised by the 
Texas Highway Department. 
The Department 
expects 
more than seven million ve­ 
hicles to be registered during 
the year and there will be 
several new wrinkles. 
First, license 
plates will 
have a new color scheme — 
light 
blue on 
a 
reflective 
white background. 


Second, for the first time. 
motor vehicle registration re­ 
newal applications 
will be 
mailed to every vehicle own­ 
er in Texas during Januarv. 
The registration period begins 
February I. 
The 
renewal 
application 
will arrive in the mail in a 
slender envelope marked, "Im­ 
portant — This is your Li­ 
cense Plate Renewal Appli­ 
cation.” 
The application itself has 
instructions printed on it. It 


is a three-part form which 
should not be torn apart. 
When the registration pe­ 
riod begins, the vehicle own­ 
er need only take the appli­ 
cation — and the fee — to 
the county tax office. Or he 
can order his plates by mail. 
Jones County Tax Collector 
Louis Johnson said this week 
members of his office had at­ 
tended two meetings, one in 
Haskell and one in Abilene 
— where the new procedures 
were explained. He empha­ 


sized 
the 
importance 
of 
motorists keeping the renew­ 
al applications w'hen they are 
received in the mail. 
With the application 
he 
will no longer need to pre­ 
sent his certificate of title or 
the last year’s registration 
receipt. 
If he decides to go to the 
county tax office or a sub­ 
station, he will find shorter 
waiting lines. With the appli­ 
cation, 
the clerk will need 
only to receive the fee, affix 
to the application a sticker 
showing 
the 
registration 
number and other data 
and 
hand over the 1970 plates. 
Some vehicle owners may 


to go through the registration 
process by mail. 
Although vehicle 
owner s 
can resister 
their vehicles 
in person until April I, there 
is a March I cutoff date for 
mail registration. This allows 
30 days for delivery before 
1970 plates must be displayed 
on vehicles.

AUSTIN — Bright orange 
and red triangles visible more 
than a fifth of a mile away 
will tell drivers they are ap­ 
proaching the rear of a slow- 
moving vehicle beginning the 
first day of 1970.
